inted to put in Execution the ſeveral Truſts and 
mentioned and contained in an Act of Par- 
liament, made and paſſed in the Seventh Year of 
His preſent Majeſty's Reign, Intitled, An Ad for 
raiſing Money upon the E —A ofthe late Sub-Governor, 
Deputy-Governor, Directors, Caſhire, Deputy-Caſhire, and 
Accountant of the South-Sea Company, and of John Aiſlabie 
Eſq; and likewiſe of James Craggs Sen. £/q; deceaſed, to- 
wards making good the Great Loſs and Damage ſuſtained by 
the ſaid Company; and for Diſabling ſuch of the ſaid Prin 
'as are living to hold any Office or. Place of Truft under the 
Crown, or to Sit or Vote in Parliament for the 3 and 
for other Purpoſes in the ſaid AF Expreſſed. 

The before-mentioned Truſtees beg Leave, in Purſuance of 
the ſaid Act of Parliament, to lay efore this Honourable 
Houſe, A further Account of the Effect of their Doin hand 
Proceedings, and to take Notice that ſince their laſt 
they have made a Conſiderable Progreſs in moſt of che 
Branches of the Truſt Je vg in them. 

That as to the Eleven Hundred and Thirty Nine Claims 
entered before them on the ſeveral Eſtates in them Veſted, 
they have inquired into near Two, Hundred ſince their ſaid 
Report ; ſo that there are now about Nine Hundred Claims 

which have been Exarnined. _ _ 
They Leave to obſerve, That of thoſe Claims Which 
have been Inquired into, there are near Eight Hundred on 
which they have from time to time made their Reports to the 
Court of Directors of the Sourh-Sea Company, and that the

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Remainder of them either lye on the Claimants Part to pro- 
ceed in, or thro' Difficulties in Account or otherwiſe neceſſa- 
rily require the Truſtees further Examination. | 

The ſaid Truſtees humbly repreſent to this Honourable 
Houle, That in further Purſuance of the Truit in them re- 
poſed they have cauſed Interrogatories to be Exhibited be- 
fore the Barons of His Majeſty's Court of Exchequer for 
the Examination of William Aſtell, Francis Hgwes, Facab 
Sawbridge, and John Turner Eſqrs; Four of the ſaid late 
Directors, and of Mr. Robert Furman the late Deputy-Caſhire, 
in the ſaid Act named; that theſe ſeveral Gentlemen have 
accordingly been examined, and their Examinations carefully 
compared with their Inventories and the Accounts of their 
reſpective Eſtates delivered in by them. 

The above-named Truſtees alſo beg Leave ta acquaint this 
Honourable Houſe, That the ſeveral Claims made on the 
Eſtates of Sir William Chapman Knight and Baronet, and the 
aboye-named William Aſtell, Francis Hawes, and John Tur- 
ner Eſqrs; Four of the ſaid late Directors, and alfo of the 
ſaid Mr. Furman, having been inquired into, and they havin 
complied with the ſeveral Directions of the before-mentione 
AR of Parliament, under which they are intitled to their 
reſpective Allowances; The Truſtees have paid Mr. Aſtell the 
Ballance of his Allowance, and are proceeding to ſettle and 
ad juſt the Accounts of the reſt of thoſe Gentlemen. 

he ſaid Truſtees crave Liberty alſo to inform this Ho- 
nourable Houſe, That purſuant to the Directions and Powers 
iven them by an Act of Parliament made in the Tenth Vear 
His preſent Majeſty's Reign, they have, wich the Conſent 
and Approbation of the Court of Directors of the South Sea 
Company, compounded and agreed with the Wives of Ri- 
ehar's Howlditcl and Francis Havves Eſqrs; and of Mr. 
Robert Syrman, for their reſpective Rights or Titles of Dower 
in their ſaid Husbands Eſtates, which were veſted in the ſaid 
Truſtees; fo*that the ſeveral Real Eſtates of thoſe Gentlemen 
are now Difcharged from that Incumbrance.  _ | 

That, purſuant to. the ſaid laſt mentioned Act, they ha 
with the like Conſent and Approbation, Compounded an 
Adjuſted the Claim of Jainture made by the Wife of Sir

As to the Sale of the Real Eſtates veſted in them, the 
Truſtees have fince their laſt Report made a further Pro- 

eſs, but muſt take Notice That they have been obſtructed 
therein, by Reaſon of the above-mentioned: Demands; and 
alſo of the Claim made by the Wife of Sir Fohr Blunt, 
which, until finally determined, affects great Part of his 
Real Eſtate. And as the ſaid Truſtees thought it neceſ- 
ſary that theſe ſeveral Claims and Demands ſhould be ad- 
juited or finally determined before they expoſed to Sale 
the Eſtates thereby incumbred, ſo they will with all Dili» 
gence proceed in ſuch Sale, as ſoon as thoſe Impediments are

As to the Recovering and Getting in the Perſonal Eſtates 
in them veſted, the ſaid Truſtees have uſed their utmoſt En- 
deavours therein, and they beg leave to refer themſelves to 
the Account which they have hereunto annexed, in which 
are contained the ſeveral Sums received, both on the Sale of 
the Real, and on Account of the Perſonal Eftates: As alſo 
what has been paid out of each Perſon's Eſtate on Claims, or 
otherwiſe, ever ſince the Commencement of the Truſt repo- 
ſed in the ſaid Truſtees.
